= aaa the meanetft Cottages, at the 
fame Time that no Man thought his Quality great 
enough to excmpt him from paying the utmoft Re- 
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ét in his Power to fuch as either Chance or Defign 
ante within the Neighbourbood of his Refidence. 
To fuch a Height was this Refpect tor Ho/pitality 
carried, that it fwallowed up in a manner all meaher 
Concerns, as it ferved to fix a Man’s Character, to 
make him beloved amongft thofe with whom he lived, 
and to {pread his Fame to the moft diftant Parts of the 
Kingdom. At this very Day, tho’ our itality is 
not to be compared with that of our Forefathers, yct, 
in Country Piaces, the Worth and Reputation of a 
Gentleman depends Grongly upon his Houfckeeping : 
If in that he is narrow, or even frugal, he will be 
bur indifferently liked, if he had the Virtues of Solon 
or Socrates. On the other Hand, if he is but open 
and generous in this, great Allowances will be made 
him in other Things: For Ho/pitality, like Charity, 
covers a Multitude of Sins, there is the higheft 
Probability that be will be voted a good Man, at leaft : 
by his Country Folk, who is fufficiently careful in the 
great Article of keeping up a Table. 

Tue beft Authors ot Antiquity honour this Virtue, 
not only with abundant fg t with copious and 
magnificent Defcriptions. How many Feafts are there 
in Homer and Virgil? What a Number of good 
Meals in honeft Chaneer ? All the Oriental Writers 
breathe the fame Spirit. The firft Thing in their 
Heroes is this Sort of Generofity, and the moft re- 
markable Quality in themfelves is the Power of doing 
) Jifice to it. Even in the Sacred Writings Ho/pita-. 
— ity is remarkably diftinguifhed , and, as in other 
Refpeéts, fo in this, the Accounts we there meet with 
of the Entertainments made by Abraham, Lot, Fofeph, 
&c. ftrike us with fuperior Pleafure as having nothing 
of that Pomp and Sriffnefs, and laboured Accuracy, 
which are generally vifible in Paffages of a like 
Kind in Prophane Authors. On this Account I fup- 
pofe it is, that when modern Writers attempt to de- 
{cribe ancient Times, they never fail to dilate exceed- 
inzly on this Article, as is evident in the Arcadia 
o! Sir Philip Sidney, and in the beft French Romances. 
One may therefore boldly fay, that Hofpitalicy is a 
Virtue eftablifh’d by common Confent. To fay the 
Truth, the Wants of Mankind are fo many, and 
fo prefling in all Degrees of Life, that the Defire of 
fupplying them, and of giving Pleafure and a 
hath been, and is always like to remain, a Quality 
amiable and Praife-worthy. The Goods of Fortune 
never appear fo well beftowed as when they fall into 
_ the Hands of one who feems to injoy them only as 

a Truftee for others. Riches in the Hands of a Mi- 
fer are not only envied but hated ; whereas, when- 
ever they fall to the Share of one who delights to 
make others participate in the good Things he re- 
ceives from Providence, every new Acquifition he 
makes gives himfelf Icfs Pleafure than it docs the Pub- 
lick. All who hear of it rejoice; the Difciples of 
acettain French Wit would fay from a Principle of 
Scif-Intereft, becaufe nothing can redound to fuch 
a Perfon but every Man is or may be the better for ir. 
As Countries grow rich and flourifhing, as their In- 
habitants in their Manners grow more civil and po- 
lice, that Paffion for Hofpitality, which is fo much 
commended by ancient Writers, wears off, not be- 
caufe Men are lefs generous, or worfe-natur'd, but 
becaufe an Increafe of Conveniences renders indif- 
Criminate entertaining of ‘Strangers Iefe neceflary, 
and, confequently, lefs a Duty. But it can never 
fo happen that this Virtue fhould be entirely banifh'd ; 
for tho’ we remain no longer under an Obligation 
to make our Houfes Inns, as was the Cafe of the an- 
client Greeks and Romans, yet are we ftill bound to 
excrcife our Hofpitality towards our Neighbours, our 
Acquaintances, our Relations, and efpecially fuch 
of thefe a» ftand in need of it, have been lefs happy

fider that Hofpitality is a Virtue, as it a Mean between 
Covetoufnefs and Profufion. The Niggard thinks 
all Things due to himfelf; the Manof exceflive Ge- 
—v ts that there is any thing due to him 
at alli. 

Tuat I may not be cenfured for dealing too 
much in Generals, I think it may not be amifs to 
obierve, that one principal Rule to be adhered to by 
him who would be truly hofpicable is this ; That in 
his manner of living he cosforms ¢xaétly to his Cir- 
cumftances ; I do not mean by this, thar however 
narrow they may be, a Man fhould lock upon him- 
feifas free all Regard for others ; but,that in the 
Refpceé& he pays to thofe who are not of his Family, 
he fhould, never forget his Family ; or, as many 
People have done, feaft thofe and ftarve thefe. We 
admire the Frogality of the Greek and Roman Sratef- 
men, who, at the fame time that they dire&ed the 
Affairs of great Nations, lived at Home, not only pri- 
vately, but meanly ; and we juftly admire them, not 
becaufe their Circumftances were narrow, but be- 
caufe they were not afhamed of the Narrownefs of 
their Circumftances. In all Cafes whatfoever, there 
is a Greatnefs of Mind in appearing what we are, and 
with refpeé& to the Subjeét of which we are fpeak- 
ing ; itisnot Generofity, ir is not a hofpitable Tem- 
per, but Pride, and Vanity, and Self-Love, which 
prompts a Man ro-rreat thofe wha vifit him in a man- 
ner no way fuiied to his Fortune; he would feema 
greater Man than he is, and to do that he would run 
the Hazard of being lef. 

ANOTHER Maxim, which in Regard to Hofpi- 
tality can never be difpenfed with, is, the paying a 
proper Deference to thofe we entertain. There is 
no Neceflity, even where our Circumftances will well 
afford it, to run intoa large Expence for every Man 
who happens to pay us a Vifit: If he is a Friend, he 
will be contented with what he finds, or with a very 
{mall Addition ; if he is a Stranger, there fecms to 
be no Reafon why we fhould treat him better than 
ones Friend. I know this will be looked on asa ver 
odd Maxim ; but, I flatter myfelf, that ic is a very jul 
one. For all extraordinary Entertainments, all coftly 
and regular Dinners, are made not fo much to pieafe 
the Company, as to difplay the Tafte and Wealth of 
him who gives them ; which cannot be very grateful 
to an ingenuous Mind. ‘To Perfons of fuperior Qua- 
lity, to Men diftinguifhed either by their Birth, or 
their Employments, there isin this, as well as in all 
other Things, a Refpe& due, from which it is not 
It is afuming 
a Familiarity which does not become us, even tho’ 
we fhould know that the Perfon whom we entertain 
lives in a plain way at Home. His Commands in- 
deed may free us from the Obligation we are under 
to his Quality, fince, in fuch a Cafe, our Obedience 
is the fulleft and propereft Mark of our Refpec. 

I think I cannot conclude this Paper better than 
by adding the Characters of two Gentlemen of my 
Acquaintance, who differ widely in their Notions 
about Hofpitality, and yet have cach of them their 
Admirers. Alcibiades is now about Forty, was born 
toa large Fortune, and has lived not only to the 
Extent of it, but even above it: When he is Town, 
his Houfe is continually crowded ; beis a Patron to 
the Wirs, a Friend to Men of Pleafure, who have 
got the beiter of their Efates, and the Acquaintance 
of every Man who has a Turn for Gaiety and Mirth ; 
can fing a fprightly Song, and fit up till Day break : 
In the Country, he hunts, fets, fhoots, and never 
firs down to Dinner but with a Circle of Country 
"Squires ; every Man who comes to his Houfe is as 
much Mafter of it as himfelf; and Re Servants 
live at the fame Rate, and with as much Freedom as if 








always welcome to him ; fuch as are diftrefled are not 
only fure of a Dinner, but of the urmoft Affiftance in 
his Power, with @ Silence that doubles all his Fa- 
vours: In the Summer he refides at his Country Seat, 
where he receives his Neighbours with much Can- 
dour and Chearfulnefs, but without facrificing to 
them either his Time or his Conftitution ; he looks fo 
carefully into his Affairs, that as on the one Hand he 
is feldom cheated, fo on the other his Tenants are 
never opprefled ; his Neighbours cannot command 
much Wine at his Houfe, but they are fure of bis 
Proteétion if they need it, and his Countenance and 
Affiftance as often as they defire it: In a Word, he 
is Affable as far asit is confiftent with Jultice, and as 
— as Prudence and a moderate Fortune wil! 
allow.
